The Proposed Tariff Commission. 

However heartily we might favor, un- 
der ordinary circumstances, the appoint- 
ment of a commission to revise the tariff, 
we must protest against the measure in- 
troduced in the senate by Mr. Bayard, 
and in the house by the oflicious Mr. 
Garfield. Not one of the petitions in 
favor of this measure come from the peo- 
ple. Without exception they come from 
the monopolies and the manufacturing 
interests. We do not object to the meas- 
ure upon its merits, but wedo most strenu- 
ously object to the purpose of which 
it is made the convenient cover. This 
purpose is to postpone and defeat the 
tariff reform which the people now de- 
mand, and the denrocratic majority in 
congress need not hope to escape respon- 
sibility by makingfany such compromise 
with the monopolies.

The Georgia Puzzie at Chicago. 

The puzzle which has been perplexing 
the Georgia news-gathers—to-wit, the 
choice of the republican delegation from 
Georgia—bas been transferred bodily to 
Chicago by way of Washington. It was 
a puzzle in Georgia, but in Chicago it 
has assumed the proportions of a prob- 
lem. The oecasion of this perplexity, 
we regret to say, is the attitude of the 
colored members of the  delega- 
tion. Public opinion, as were, 
finds it impossible to put its fin- 
gers upon Pledger and Long, who 
may be said to lead the delegation. It is 
difficult, likewise, to find Belcher and 
Elbert Head. Butit may be taken for 
granted that all these colored brethren 
aré on hand. They are not inclined to 
kick up an unusual racket, but those who 
have business with them in Chicago will 
have no difficulty in getting met post- 
office address. 

What is a puzzle in Geneaia and a 
problem.in Chicago is perfectly plain to 
those who know why the most influential 
of the colored men inthe late republican 
convention declared for Blaine. Pledger 
solved the puzzle when he declared 
that the colored people were careless of 
the mere ornamental honors of party 
politics provided they got what he pleas- 
antly termed “sugar.”

gia and tlhe neighboring states, we 
ought to know just a ‘‘little more’, 
about the extent of the illicit distill- 
ing going on, and its effect upon our trade, 
than this young gentleman who only spent 
a week inthe mountains and was even 
then, according to his own statement, 
guarded by a regiment of revenue raiders, 
As we stated before, the extent of the illicit 
distilling going on in north Georgia is g 
revelation to those who are not as 
well acquainted with the facts as are 
liquor dialers. From the commis- 
sioners’, -Teport to congress we find 
that from June 30,1876, to Febrgary 1, 1880 
there were 500 stills seized in the secon 
collection distsict of Georgia, the -largest 
number of seigures made in any district in 
the United States. Now give these stilis an 
average producing capacity of five gallons 
a day, and we have for the tax of 90 cents 
per galfon evaded during the year over 
$821,000, or for the four years over three and 
a quarter millions of dollars. You may 
say these stills did not rug over balf the 
time?’ admit it. We have made dn allow- 
arice as they would run notJéssthad ten 
gallons per day, and we have not counted 
the yet greater number of stills that have 
never been captured. . {n the face of such 
evidence, in the face of the statement from 
the wholesale dealers and distillers that 
their trade has been greatly-abridged and 
damaged, ‘and’ that’ a large portion’ of 
Georgia honest goods have been forced ont 
of the market by the competition of the iis 
licit distillers, the effort.of F.H. B.,.to be- 
little the facts and pull the narrow blanket 
of “see nothing’ over the magnitude of the 
moonshine interest in Georgia, can only be 
excused on the ground that a week's schoo!l- 
ing has not been sufficient to divest him ‘of 
his woeful ignerance on this subject.
